Apparently the only way to prevent all 
danger of negro domination in the south is 
to educate, educate, educate. 

I am quite well aware of the fact that this 
statement will be scoffed at by southern men 
quite generally. They take the position that 
the negro is so near a savage he cannot be 
bettered, and they honestly believe the 


stroys the usefulness of the negro as a 
laborer but injures him morally and makes 
him a menace to the community. Herein 
the south is manifestly not alive to tle situ- 
ation, it is deficient in its own civilization, it 
is half a century behind the great prosper- 
ous states of the north in its educational 
methods. The little red schoolhouse, un- 
fortunately, is not a familiar sight in the 
country districts of the southern states. 
Everyone knows that the negroes are hope- 
lessly ignorant at the present time; not 
everybody is aware of the fact that the 
means of education for white children as 
well, in the purely agricultural districts of 
the south, are such as would create a scan- 
dal in Massachusetts, or in New York, or in 
Iowa.

Crying Need for Education. _ 

Throughout the length and breadth of the 
south there is a crying need of awakened 
and enlightened public opinion on the sub- 
ject of education. The white people have 
been sogbackward in educating their own 
children it is quite natural for them to say 
that education of the negro is worse than 
superfluous, 

Taking one consideration with another, I 
have found that the southern people un- 
doubtedl¥ treat the negro with great fair- 
ness, in view of the things they have had 
to submit to from the changed conditions 
growing out of the war. They are much 
more lenient to the negro in regard to his 
petty faults than northern people, but, on 
the otherghand, they seem to betray a selfish 
interest in keeping the negro as far below 
the white race as possible. It is arare thing 
| when one can find a southern man or woman 
|} who is earnestly engaged in benefiting the 
ealored people from a mental standpoint. 
They will look after his houses, try to teach 
him to be economical,- give him better 
clothes, look after his food, and, in a queer 
kind of way, supervise his morals, but they 
will mot educate him, and it seems impos- 
sible to teach southern men and women that 


and frequently criminal immigrant from 
southeast Europe into a good citizen will 
in the course’of time do the same thing for 
the negro, 


Move of Nation Needed. 


to the education theory. There is a chance, 
however, for awakening public sentiment in 
the north on this subject, and, from all I can 
learn, after traveling a good many thousand 
miles through the south, there is a necessity 
for a movement on the part of the whole na- 
tion towards the uplifting and education of 
the negro race. 

If the negro is lazy, idle, childish, filthy, 
imprudent, and grossly immoral—and I am 
fully prepared to admit all that—it is because 
of his ignorance of the ways of the world, and 
that ignorance can be remedied only by the 
blessing of a common school education. I 
belleve that an investigation of so-called 
cases of assaults upon women by negroes will 
develop, in nine cases out of ten, that the 
négro guilty of the terrible crime is generally 
extremely black and almost invariably ignor- 
ant. I have yet to hear of an authenticated 
case where a really educated negro, who had 
been thrown into close contact with educated 
white people, had been guilty of the new and 
horrible crime with which the negro race is 
now so generally charged. 


More than One-Half Illiterate. 

There is not a single southern state where 
half of the negroes can read and write. The 
percentage of illiteracy among the negroes 
varies from 72 in Louisiana to 50 in Florida. 
According to thé census figures there are in 
the United States today 2,853,720 negroes 
over 10 years of age who are wholly ihiter- 
ate, according to the efficient standing. Tak- 
ing the census figures for the sbuthern states 
where the negro is principally congested it 
will be seen that in the black belt itself, and 
particularly in the fertile cotton and sugar 
country, the ratio of illiteracy is higher than 
anywhere else. Wherever the negro ean get 
at a city he is apt to find a school, but the 
black people of the rural districts in the 
south are almost wholly unprovided with 
means for educating their children. 

When I have asked colored people why 
they wanted to get away from the country, 
where they were well taken care of, to the 
city, where they live in hovels, the invariable 
answer was that they hoped to educate their 
children and could not do so in the country, 
This desire for education, which, in many 
instances, is merely an ignorant belief that 
education brings freedom from work, is 
widespread among the colored people, and 
whatever may be its cause, the sentiment 
must be placed to the credit of the race. 
To point the moral, if not to adorn the tale, 
suppose we take note of the fact that the 
percentage of illiterate black people for 
some of the southern states is as follows: 
Loulsiana, 72; Georgia, 67.3; South Carolina, 
64.1; Alabama, 69.1; Mississippi, 60.8; North 
Carolina, 60.1; Virginia, 57.2; Arkansas, 58.6; 
Tennessee, 54; Texas, 52. 


Claims of Many Not True. 

These figures by no means represent the 
symmetrical ignorance of the southern 
negro. There are tens of thousands of them 
who claim to be able to read and write, who 
can do nothing more than spell out their 
name or work over an odd verse in the bible. 
There are not 10 per cent of the agricultural! 
negroes in the south who possess even the 
rudiments of a grammar school education. 
If we can stamp out yellow fever, or small 
pox, or other contagious diseases by the au- 
thority of the national government, why can-

Water Inspector Suspects It of 
Being Conducted for Gain. 


JUDGE HOLDOM WILL DECIDE. 


Institution Claims Exemption from 


‘Tax and Seeks to Enjoin City. 


Is the University of Chicago operated for 
gain, or is it a purely religious and charita- 
ble institution? 

That is the question Judge Jesse Holdom 
of the Superior court will be called on to 
decide this morning. The city takes one 


view of the case and the university the other. 

It all came about over a bill for water. 
The city has been supplying this needful 
article to the university without receiving 


any pay for it, until the bill ran up to $2,800. 


Then it sent a collector to call on Dr. William 
R. Harper. The collector came back with- 
out the cash and then Supt. Nourse threat- 


ened to shut off the water. 


Seek to Enjoin City. 
The reply to this was the filing of a bill 
for an injunction yesterday in which the 


court is asked to restrain the city from car- 


rying out its threat. It is based on the city 
ordinance exempting from the payment of 
water bills religious, charitable, or educa- 


‘tional institutions not operated for gain. 


The university claims it comes under this 
last head, as it is an educational institu- 
tion which is not making any money, 
According to the bill the university is run- 
ning behind at the rate of $200,000 a year, 
its expenditures exceeding the amount re- 
ceived from tuition fees and dues to that 
extent, and the deficit has to be made up 
‘by soliciting subscriptions from‘ persons 
interested in educational enterprises.” 


Inspector Makes Inquiry. 

The position of the city is that while the 
university is perhaps not declaring any divi- 
dends, it is crying its best to do so, and the 
mere fact that it is running behind does not 
prove that it is not operated for gain or at 
least the desire for gain. In support of this 
Water Inspector Harkins, who started out 


to collect the bill, has filed a report in which 


he says: 
‘‘T asked them at the university what they 


would charge for tuition for my three chil- 
dren, and when they told me I asked if it 
was a uniform rate. They replied it was 
and applied to all pupils without Gatidction, 
no exceptions being made. 

“The price charged staggered me and I 
made up my mind that inasmuch as they 
asked it of all their pupils, if they were not 
making any money they at least were doing 
their best in that direction, and the institu- 
tion hardly came in the list of those not 
operated for gain. So we insist that the 


bill be paid.”

—_ Odd Incident at Blessing. 
> When Pius X. appeared to give his first 
blessing to the world today a peculiar thing 
happened. There is a strdng significance 
attaching’ to the spot chosen for this func- 
tian. The ancient custom, before the pope 
‘was deprived of his temporal power, was for 
, the new pontiff to appear outside to bestow 
,bis blessing upon the whole world. Since 
the head of the church became a prisoner 
in the vatican he has pronounced the bene- 
dictions only within the basilica. If, there- 
fore, Pius X. should extend his hand in bless- 
, ing over Rome outside St. Peter's it would 
seem to signify a new attitude of the church 
towards the state. 
| It seemed at first as though the initial 
action of the new pope would be a radical 
departure of this nature. A uniformed offi- 
| clal appeared at the inner loggia and mo- 
tioned to the crowd to go outside. A rush 
followed, and it is marvelous that no one 
‘ was injured in the mad scramble. 
, No sooner had the multitude assembled out-

: : Hoped for Change in Policy. 
| Again the 10,000 persons poured in a fran- 
' tic struggle back into the cathedral. It was 
a disappointment to many that the pope did 
mot after all inaugurate his spiritual reign 
by an act of magnanimity toward the tem- 
poral authority of Italy.

4 Accepts the High Position. 


y The moment was one of extreme tension or 
feeling. There was a perceptible pause be- 
fore Cardinal Sarto found and controlled his 
voice. Then he answered simply.“ yes.”’ 

- The cardinals thereupon removed their 
Baldachinos, so that that of Sarto was the 
only one remaining, thus marking him as 
their supreme head. The passing supremacy 
of the cardinals was gone and was now con- 
centrated in one person. — 

While Prince Chigi, the master of the con- 
clave, was drawing up the official act of the 
election and acceptance of the newly elected 
pope, the latter, surrounded by his friends, 
disappeared into a small room near the altar, 
where he donned the white robes of his office. 
Pius X. was assisted by his conclavist, who 
first knelt and kissed his master’s hand, and 
thus received the first apostolic blessing given 
by Pius X. 


3 Dresses in Pontifical Robes. 

| The new pope was attired all in white, with 
the exception of red shoes, which was quite 
regular, but he did not stop to remove the 
red cardinal’s stockings for the white papal 
ones, and these showed as he raised his gown 
to move forward. When he was quite robed 
the secretary of the conclave, Mgr. Merry del 
Val, kneeling, offered him the papal white 
cap, amidst breathless silence. 

The new pope did not follow the precedent 
created by Pope Leo XIII., who declined to 
give his red cap to the master of ceremonies 
as a sign that he would soon be created a car- 
dinal, but, with a slight smile, Sarto took 
the white cap, placed it calmly on his head, 
and dropped the red one lightly on the head 
of Mgr. Merry del Val amidst a murmur of ap- 
proval. This is taken as a certain indication 
that the recipient soon is to be raised to the 
cardinalate. 

As the new pontiff stepped from behind the 
altar, the only touch of color about him be- 
ing his red and gold shoes, he really seemed 
to be the embodiment of his holy office. His 
face was pale and clearly softened by emo- 
tion.

Procession to St. Peter’s.

Although to ordinary 
eyes the confusion was as great as ever, 

to those practiced in the mysteries of the

He was surrounded by the cardinals 
still in their violet robes and preceded by 
the pontifical cross, the jewels of which 
flashed as though they: also triumphed in 
Sarto’s success, while the conclavists and 
prelates seémed really jubilant in their joy 
and satisfaction. 


Grows Pale on Facing Throng. 


The procession traversed many noble halls 

until it approached the window looking Into 
St. Peter’s. From below rose a murmur of 
voices, which, although subdued by distance, 
denoted the presence of a large concourse 
cf people. The pope was. seen to grow pale, 
and then turning to Cardinal Bacilieri, who 
stood beside him, he said: 
** Now, I understand the emotion Pope Leo 
always sbowed when going into St. Peter's 
to have the eyes of a great crowd focused 
on him. It is almost terrifying.’’ 

Standing forward in the window, the others 
having fallen back, he deliberately controlled 
himself and looked across the great basilica. 
Crossing himself Sarto raised his hand and 
in a voice palpably tremulous, pronounced 
the blessing. 

Theapplause was such that several minutes 
elapsed before the pontiff could retire. He 
then drew back and, the procession reform- 
ing, turned to the ducal hall. At the mo- 
ment of leaving the window Pius X. turned to 
Mer. Bisleti, who happened to be beside him, 
and said: ‘‘ I shall never again feel just the 
same emotion.” 


Takes Seat Upon the Throne. 

This afternoon before opening the conclave 
Pius X. repaired to the Sistine chapel in full 
pomtifical robes and wearing the miter, 
where he seated himself on the throne which 
he so little expected to occupy, as he left the 
affairs of the patriarchate at Venice in a 
cértain confusion. There, on the throne, he 
received the second obedience of the sacred 
coliege, each cardinal, as before, kissing his 
hand and foot as a sign that he acknowledged 
the new pope’s sovereignty. | 

Meantime the oration super pontificem 
electum was recited in low tones. Thenthe 
new pontiff arose and, extending his hands, 
his powerful and magnificent voice, which is 
much stronger than that of the late pope, 
reverberating through the dim chapel, he. 
pronounced the apostolic benediction amid 
profound silence.. Then the great door of the 
conclave opened. 

At 5:30 p. m. Prince Chigi, the marshal of 
the conclave, and many high ecclesiastical 
and lay dignitaries went to the Sistine chapel 
to kiss the pope’s hand and foot. They were 
received with great benignity. 


Guards Received by Pius X. 

The commandant of the noble guard and 
the officials of the Swiss palatinate guard 
also went to perform this duty. Among 
these officers was Count Camillo Pecci, the 
brigadier general of noble guards and a 
nephew of the late Pope Leo. The new 
pontiff received him with special gracious- 
ness, saying a few words of welcome. .; 

Pope Pius then retired to his cell, while 
the cardinals all left the vatican and re- 
turned to their respective apartments in 
Rome with a feeling of particular pleasure 
after their confinement in the smal! rooms 
of the conclave.

Crowd Early at St. Peter’s. 


The usual large crowd assembled before 
St. Peter's at 10:30 a. m. to await the arising 
of the smoke from the Sistine chapel. Hun- 
dreds of carriages stood in the blistering 
sun, which seemed hotter than ever. The 
colonnades were blocked with people, but even 
there the anxious watchers could scarcely 
escape from the severe heat. When the 
quarter after 11 o’clock struck the crowd 
left its shelter and stood bravely in the sun 
in the belief that the smoke would: appear 
within a few minutes, as it had consistently 
given its signal at about this hour since the 
conclave commenced. 

Minutes sped on, and still no smoke was 
seen. When the bells sounded half past 11 
the ministers and others left their carriages 
and joined the watchers on the steps of the 
basilica. Inside St. Peter’s many also were 
waiting, and the supense brought thousands 
running from the nearby streets, the delay 
on the fourth morning of the conclave being 
interpreted to mean that a decision had at 
length been reached. The troops. spread 
themselves across the square and nervous 
anticipation possessed all. Hundreds of sur- 
mises passed from mouth tomouth. Minutes

Banner Signals the Election. 
A second later the great central window of 
St. Peter’s facing the piazza swung slowly 
open.

-what was intended, a great shout of approval 
arose. 

Plans Changed a Second Time. 

Then came a sudden revulsion. As quickly 
as the banner had been let down it was drawn 
up. The plans again had been changed. The 
last rush that immediately followed for the 
doors of St. Peter’s was almost indescribable. 
How so many people entered the basilica in 
‘go short a time without injury will always 
remain a mystery. Inside the pandemonium 


increased. | 

At the gallery window stood Cardinal 
Mathieu, Mgr. Merry del Val, and several 
other cardinals. whe center place was va- 
cant. Among the seething mass below, 
which never ceased waving hats, two mem- 
bers of the American pilgrimage, Father 
Lynch of Niagara\university and Father 
McGowan of New York, held aloft American 
flags. ‘These swayed brightly around the 
nave as the bearers were alternately borne 
forward and backward by the ebb and flow 
of the throng. | 

in a few moments terrific cheers burst 
forth from every throat. There, with the 
sun streaming in from the window behind, 
was the new pope. His rich papal robes 
shone resplendent amidst the more ‘somber 
colors of those who stood beside him. 

Kor a few moments the tall form remained 
perfectly still—the pontiff was gazing at the 
crowd beneath. The deafening roar of cheers 
showed no signs of diminishing. Mgr. Merry 
del Val and others waved for peace, but none 
came. Then Pius X. raised hishand. Inthe 
twinkling of an eye the crowd, mad with 
excitement but a moment before, became’ 
dumb and a deathiike silence prevailed 
throughout the basilica. It was broken only 
by the clear, strong voice of the new pope. 
*‘Ajutorium nostrum in nomine domini,”’ he 
chanted, like the keys of a magnificent organ 
struck by a master hand. The response 
swelled up from the crowd below. 


: Papal Benediction Given. 


‘There was another silence and another re- 
sponse. Then came the benediction, such as 
few will ever forget. All crossed themselves 
and with magical rapidity the scene ceased to 
be one of deep devotion, Loud cheers burst 
from the people as the pope started to go back 

to the vatican, by way of the terrace. These 

acclamations continued long after Pius X. 
‘had disappeared. Then the thousands 
streamed out, all happy at the conclave’s 
choice of the pontiff and heartily glad that 
the suspense had ended. |

Common Shares of Steel Trust 
Drop to 21 as Result of 
Raid by Bears. 


OTHER ISSUES SUFFER. 


Reports of Plots to Break Market 
Alarm Wall Street—Source 
of Selling Unknown. 


New York, Aug. 4.—[Special.]—Under the 
renewal of aggressive bearish tacties and 
outbreaks of fresh liquidation in a number 
of quarters, the stock market gave way 
again today and the lowest prices in sev- 
eral years were made by some important 
stocks. In at least one prominent instance 
—the common stock of the United States 
Steel corporation—a new low record was 
established at 21 on a renewal of trouble 
rumors thought worth noting. 


Sales Mean Sacrifices. 


" Wall street has passed through many try- 
ing days recently, but none exerted a more 
depressing influence or sentiment than the 
market today. There was no excitement, 
“but merely a steady outpouring of stock, 
which took the heart out of the bulls and 
surprised even the bear conténgent in the 
end.. It amounted in many cases to the 
question, not at what price a man could sell 
stock, but what price some purchaser would 
give. Many transactions, therefore, meas- 
ured nothing more than the sacrifice an 
unfortunate pool or clique of holders was 
making to protect, itself. ° 

Some rumors. late in the.day were more 
disturbing even than those at the outset of 
trading. One which received much atten- 
tion was that a prominent London stock 
house was in trouble. The names of local 
houses mentioned were about the same as 
those current in the street: rumors a week 
ago and included among them a house 


interest in the New Orleans cotton pool, 
It is impossible to verify any of the rumors. 

- Doubtless, tn vrew ef recent indications, 
the New York stock exchange authorities 
propose to hold members spreading such 
rumors to a strict accountability, anda little 
more care ig shownfabout the use of names. 
It is admitted. however, that in the case of 
several stocks it looked as if the forced sale 
of collateral on loans was,going on. 


Chemical Company Hard Hit. 

Among the issues which showed great 
weakness were the shares of the Virginia 
and Carolina Chemical company. The.com- 
mon stock of this company declined 7 points, 
closing at the lowest. The preferred stoek 
declined 79. points, though it rallied points 
at the close. 

A factor which andoubtedty gave much as- 
sistance to the bear party in its operations 
was the opportunity which the announce- 
ment of the $6,000,000 issue of treasury stock 


to bring into play again the pessimistic talk 
regarding the strain put on the money mar- 
ket by reason __ of new corporation security 
issues. A change in sentiment regarding the 
new security issues is once more evident. 
Two years ago the news of such ‘“* Wall 
street melon cutting’ ahd the." rights" to 
subscribe for new stock would have been the 
cause of a rapid uprush in prices of the 
shares. Today Consolidated Gas stock fell 
8, points, closing? with but a fractional rally. 


Raid Centers on Steel. 

Numerous efforts were made to locate the 
sources of sélling in United States Steel 
shares.. Single firms disposed of 5,000 to 
10,000 shares each. It is openly asserted that 
the so-called Pittsburg bear pool is attack- 
ing this stock for the purpose of shaking 
From the fact that 
‘Many orders to sei] Steel came from the 
-brokers sometimes employed by the Gates 
interests, it is believed by some that another 
‘bear pool is working through that house. 
There was rio support for the preferred stock 
and it is openly asserted that the second 
‘United States Steel syndicate might be will- 
ing to see preferred stock go down, so it 
‘eould pick it up and convert it into new 
bonds, the difference between the two now 
"heing nearly a dozen points. A cash com- 
mission of 4 per cent goes with each share 
of preferred stock turned in by the syndi- 


cate. 
Pools Compelled to Unload. 

That some pools in specialties were com- 
pejied to unload because of the calling for 
more margins is the general impression in 
Wallstreet. A failure to do this would natu- 
rally cause the throwing over of part of the 
stocks carried on loans. Among the features 
of weakness during the afternoon was the 
decline in Union Pacific, Atchison, Louisville, 
and . various other railroad issues, new low 
records for the year being reached by those 
mentioned, the losses being from two to 
three points compared with yesterday. 

Rumors of Big Loans. 

More stories were circulated in regard to 
the raising of new capital by the railroads, 
one being that the New York Central has 
floated $20,000,000 in new real estate bonds, 
but all these rumors seemed to have orig- ; 
inated with the people who are trying to de- 
press the stock market. There was an easing 
up in the liquidation in some stocks in the 
last hour, but the rallies were feeble.

LESSON NO. 3—Foods for summer. | 
TEXT—The character of one’s life and the 
effectiveness of it depend largely on ones 
daily food. 


HE supply, preparation, and serving of 
the food is therefore a matter of grave 
importance, especially the supply, 
which particularly interests us in this 
article. To the good housekeeper the 
problem of catering for a family proves a 
pleasure, a duty, and a fine opportunity for 
the selection of those articles which careful 
investigation has proved to be best adapted 
to the general nutrition as well as pleasing 
and satisfying to the palate. 
It has been conclusively demonstrated that 
the heavy soups, roasts, and desserts of fail 
and winter are wisely replaced for the sum- 
mer months by a diet made up chiefly of the 
lighter fish, poultry, grains, fruits, and veg- 
etables, and will prove far more h h@aithful 
for body and soul. 
There is a golden mean between the ex- 
tremes of vegetarianism and exclusive fish 
diet, which the common sense of thoughtful 
people will find and apply. 
While beef is the most nutritive as well 
as. the most expensive of meats, it should, in 
the summer months, be used preferably for 
the steaks, leaving the roasts and stews for 
colder weather.

Mutton and lamb, when possible, should be 
bought in the quarters, and through the 


butcher's kindness in cutting may be se- 
cured chops, stew, and roast, also material 
for broth and bouillon, thus saving ered} 
expense. 
Veal is the least nourishing of the siaath, 
but can be served in the daintiest possible 
ways, and when accompanied by the proper 
vegetables proves perfectly wholesome, 
Pork—that is fresh pork—should be entirely 
eliminated from the summer market list, and 
should be used sparingly at any time. i 
Poultry is an important factor, as it is al- 
ways a welcome change in the menu, anid 
should always be dressed to orderand should 
never come from cold storage. Eggs and 
fish also form a necessary and pleasing rab 
plement and, like the poultry, should be a 
solutely fresh. | 
a*e 
Potatoes—the housekeepers’ reliance and 
the most popular and nourishing of all veg- 
etables—should be bought in large quanti- 
ties whenever possible. Potatoes of the past 
year’s growth are good until June, when 
the new ones are cordially welcomed, but 


which are less nutritive because of thelarger 
per cent of water. The red skinned, yellow 
meated potatoes are by far the best for fry- } 
ing. The fresh green peas and beans rank > 
next in order of nutrition, followed by corn, 
lettuce, celery, tomatoes, etc., not forgetting 
the okra, which would be used much more 
extensively if its satisfying qualities were 
better known and appreciated; and last, but 
by no means least, comes the onion, which, 
though unpopular, ranks scientifically near 
the top of the list and is an indispensable ad- 
junct to appetizing cooking. Then the ever 
useful and necessary kitchen herbs—sage, 
summer savory, thyme, sweet marjoram, and 
bay leaves must not be omitted) from the 


. supplies. 


For the summer months the ready pre- 
pared cereals substituted with rice and hom-. 
iny are much more acceptable than the heavy 
oatmeals demanded by colder weather. 

The deagerts for the warm days of summer 
are most palatable when composed of the 
small fruits, berries, and melons with which 
our markets are stocked in pleasing variety; 
and. also the ice creams, ices, and sherbets 
with light cakes, preferably homemade, as 
they cost but little more and are fer more 


In arranging the Summer menus, cheese 
should form an important part, as it is high- 
ly nutritious and may be combined with other 
foods or served by itself in an infinite variety 
of appetizing ways,.and !s particularly de- 
sirable for serving with starchy foods. 

Nuts contain more concentrated nourish- 
ment than they are gererally Credited with 
and should be used extensively, especially 
in combination with vegetable or fruit salad. 
Many of our native (Californian or sduthern) 
clive olls—for the salad dressing—are both 
delicious and beneficial, and comparatively 
inexpensive. 

Tea and coffee, in moderate quantities, with 
an abundance of milk, also the acid fruit 
drinks, will be found most gratefuland satis- 
fying in the warm weather. 

A’ wholesome and economical diet—well 
cooked and well served food—is a most impor- 
tant factor in developing the human brain 
and heart to the highest possibilities that 
Ged has put In them, and cannot be accom- 
plished while in our every day Pre we, 
violate the laws of health.

The union he represents 
has suffered some loss under his administra- 
tion, while the Teamsters’ National union, 
headed by Albert Young of Chicago, Has 
made proportionate gains. The prospect for 
the amalgamation of the two unions grows 
brighter as the progress, 

Innis was roundly beaten in the yh 
tion as the beginning of today’s battle. 
Three score of petty defeats were adminis- 
tered to him this afternoon and evening at 
the hands of the federation commission, aét- 
ing as credentials committee. N. W. Evans, 
president of the international union, came 
through today with as much of credit as [n- 
ms did of disfavor. While Innis, “ the 
stumbling block in the way of unification,’’ 
as he has been called, has found innumer- 
able objections to amalgamation, Evans has 
busied himself in the interest of harmony. 
As’a consequence he ig regarded as the most 
promising candidate for president of the 
united organization. 


Many Drivers’ Delegates Refused. 
The federation commission, John A. Moffitt, 
W. D. Ryan, and D. D. Mulcahy, will refuse 
seats to fully one-third of the team drivers’ 
Celegates. It is believed that no locals or- 
ganized since Jan. 15, 1908, are to be admit- 
ted, according to the ruling of Chairnian 
Moffitt.

plants at Rochelle, Ill., where trade unions 
are thus far unknown. | 

The products of the Vassar company are 
handled largely by Marshall Field & Co. and 
eastern houses. The company employs from 
100 to 150 women, and has been in existence 
for about two years. 

The scheme of action pursued by the com- 
pany ts typical of that used by other firms 
that have been anxious to get away from 
the bane of labor trouble. At a meeting on 
Thursday, July 30, at Rochelle, two mem- 
bers of the company explained why they 
wanted to leave Chicago and asked what in- 
ducements the town could furnish them. 

At the meeting of the citizens $13,200 was 
raised and that sum was swelled to $22,000 
within the next two days. With this money

The board of directors 
issued the following statement after the 


meeting: 

“At the regular meeting of the directors 
of the United States Steel corporation to- 
day Mr. Schwab, in consequence of continued 
ill health, tendered his resignation as presi- 
dent and it was accepted. W. E. Corey, 
who has been for some time performing the 
active duties of the president, was elected 
to the vacancy. 


E. H. Gary Leads Directors. 
“The office of chairman of the board of 


elected to that position and wil! continue to 
devote his entire time to the business of the 
corporation. An advisory committee, to con- 
sist of three directors, besides the president, 
to consider and make recommendations con- 
cerning questions of manufacturing, trans- 
portation, and operation, was created and 
BK.

health renders it impossible for him to con- 
tinue at the head of the steel corporation. 
His loyalty to the interests intrusted to him 
cannot be doubted, and from the early days 
of the inception of the corporation he gave 
to its formation, unification, and develop- 
ment his unequaled powers as an expert in 
the manufacture of steel.

Schwab Tells Why He Quit. 
After his resignation was accepted Mr. 
Schwab called the reporters into his private 
office for-an interview. His appearance is 
that of a robust man and the tan from ex- 
posure to wind and sun is noticeable, but 
his restlessness and quick speed betrayed the 
overwrought nerves to which he himself con- 
fessed. He asked that no notes be taken until 
he finished, and began: 
‘**l want to say in the first place that the 
newspapers have treated me badly. The rea- 
sons given by them for my retirement from 
the company have not been atall just. They 
really have not been just. In the first place, I 
have not been at all embarrassed in my re- 
lations with the company by the affairs of 
the United States Shipbuilding company, nor 
have they played a partin this matter.’’ 
‘** What are you going to do now?’ asked 
one newspaper man, 
“lam gojng to try to get better,” answered 
Mr. Schwab, smiling. ‘‘I spent six weeks 
in Philadelphia endeavoring to rest, and have 
been at Atlantic City for the same purpose, 
and am going right back there now.”

A $6,000,000 palace on the lake front for

Where Building Will Stand. 


The site offered by the park board locates 
the center of the Museum at a point opposite 
the middle of Congress street and east of 
the Illinois Central tracks. The building with 
its extensions is to extend from Van Buren 
te Harrison street. 
commissioners’ letter to which Mr. 
Field refers contained the offer of a museum 
site on the Inke front. It was written on 
the receipt of a communication from Mr. 
Higinbotham stating that Mr. Field was 
willing to erect a magnificent museum 

tructure provided a site in Grant park was 
assured. 

The commisisoners then secuned the pas- 
sege of the necessary legislation, provided for 
a tax on the citizens of the south park dis- 
trict for ES and maintenance of the 
Field ColumBian Museum and Art institute, 
and then promptly offered the site. 


Great for City, Says Foreman. 


“ The letter from Mr. Field certainly con- 
tains good news. for the people of Chicago,” 
said President Foreman. ‘“ The Field mu- 
seum will be the central gem in the greater 
Grant park. It-.will stand on a slight eleva- 
tion, will be visible from all directions, and 
will present an especially imposing view. The 
building, I am sure, will be the finest of its 
kind in the world. Mr. Field is not in the 
habit of Going things half way or half heart- 
edly. 

‘“‘TIt is my’ ambition to surprise the people 
ef Chicago and America in the construction 
of this Grant park in the heart of the busi- 
ness district of Chicago. We have proceeded 
with great rapidity already. Contract for 
filling in of the submerged part of the park 
lias been let. We are considering plans for 
the park and we hope to construct in three 
ov four years a park which ordinarily would 
require thirty years for its building. 

“But this is not the only park work which 
should receive the attention of the people 
of Chicago. It is time now for us to take 
steps looking to the creation of a great outer 
belt line of parks and boulevards around the 
city, taking in the valleys of the Calumet 
and the Desplaines and the Skokie marsh.”’ 

It is possible that Greater Grant park 
will, when completed, include the = Crerar 
library. The trustees of that institution favor 
the location and have a large endowmen 
fund for the erection of a structure in keep- 
ing with the dignity and beauty of the park. 
They also have a large fund for the erec- 
tional of a statue of Abraham Lingoln. 


PRAISE RURAL PARK PLANS. 


Members of Special Commission Favor 
Co-operation with Body to Be Ap- 
pointed by County Board. 


‘* Members of the special park commission 
are enthusiastic in their efforts to provide 
this outer park belt for the Chicago of the 
future,”’ said Ald. E. F. Herrmann yesterday. 
“We are gratified at the action taken by 
the county board on Monday regarding the 
establishment of an outer belt line of parks 
and boulevards,’ continued the chairman, 

“The commission to be appointed by the 
board is practically the same as our own, and 
harmony in the work is assured.’ 

A. W. O'Neill, secretaryeof the special 
commission, said he was pleased at the ac- 
tion, but believed the two bodies should be 
united after the special commission is in 
corporated.

The resolutions, which were adopted unan- 
imously, declare “ that citizens of Brighton 
Park in massmeeting assembled thank Presi- 
dent Foreman and the members of the board 
of south park commissioners for the stand 
they have taken in favor of the people in the 
protection of rights they have enjoyed for 
over a quarter of a century.

WATCH CANNING FACTORIES 
FOR CHILDLABOR EVASIONS. 


Inspector Devies and His Deputies 
Alert to Find Violations of Law, as 
Companies’ Busy Season Soon Opens. 


Packers and canners of food products will 


*@ Mr. Davies yesterday, * 


be closely watched by State Factory In- 
Spector Edgar Davies for violations of 
the child labor law. The canning season 
will begin in two weeks, and it is customary 
for the factories to employ large numbers 
of children under 16 years old. 

“There is nothing in the law.that can be 
construed to permit the employment of these 
children at any season of the year,"’ said 
and any effort made 
to nullify any provisions of the law will 
simply result in extra vigilance by the in- 
spectors.”’ 

Mr. Davies was shown an article in a recent 
edition of the Canner and Dried Fruit Pack- 
er, which urged packers to appoint a com- 
mittee to call on the chief inspector and se- 
cure, if possible, a ruling that would permit 
the employment of children under age at 
least during the vacation season. It wag ar- 
gued that this kind of work “ was neither 
detrimental‘to their health or their menta! 
or physical development.”’ 

‘The law is clear and cannot be evaded,” 
said Mr. Davies. ‘‘ I am given no discretion 
in the matter. The law may contain some 
ambiguous points, especially where it was 
modeied after the one in effect in Massachu- 
setts, but it will work itself out in time.”’ 

As an instance of the successful operation 
of the law Mr. Davies cited 100 prosecutions 
that have been made since the law became 
effective on July 1. Convictions have fol- 
lowed in the greater number of these cases, 
and, in marked contrast with the policy in. 
former prosecutions, fines have been col- 
lected 

Between now and Sept. 8 the factory in- 
spection department will send lecturers to 
explain the law to each of the 102 county 
school institutes in the state.
